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1. IN ACCORDANCE DEPT'S INSTRUCTIONS, WE HAVE CONSULTED WITH 
UK, FRANCE, CANADA, USSR AND MOST ACTIVE NON-ALIGNED DELS 
ON SUSPENSION OF NEGOTIATIONS ON PEACEKEEPING GUIDELINES. ALL 
RESPONDED FAVORABLY, AND CONSIDERABLE AGREEMENT EMERGED ON 
BEST WAY TO PROCEED. 

2. PEACEKEEPING CHAIRMAN OGBU (PRESENTLY AWAY ON HOLIDAY) IS 
IN EVERYONE'S VIEW THE KEY TO SMOOTH WIND-UP OF NEGOTIATIONS. 
BRITISH, FRENCH AND SOVIETS AGREE WITH US THAT BEST PROCEDURE 
IS FOR FOUR DELEGATIONS TO MEET WITH OGBU IN EARLY SEPTEMBER 
AND INFORM HIM THAT WE COULD NOT RESOLVE OUR DOCTRINAL 
DIFFERENCES IN QUADRIPARTITE TALKS, AND SEE NO PROSPECT OF 
DOING SO. WE WOULD ASK OGBU TO CONSULT WITH OTHER COMMITTEE OF 
33 MEMBERS (HAVING OURSELVES LAID GROUNDOWORK) WITH VIEW TO

3. CANADIANS AND BRITISH ARE ANXIOUS THAT SUSPENSION OF 
TALKS NOT IMPLY ANY DIMINUTION IN MAJOR POWERS' COMMITMENT
